One o f the mo st significant results o f the tur­ 
mo il in Euro p e is the increase in o cean trav el 
fro m American Pacific p o rts. Innum erable to ur­ 
ists who wo uld o therwise hav e v isited France, 
Germany , Italy and England, are turning instead 
to Hawaii, Samo a, Fiji, New Zealand and Aus­ 
tralia. Tho usands o f nativ es o f New Zealand and 
Australia who were already trav eling in Euro p e 
and wo uld no rmally hav e p receded ho me v ia the 
Suez Canal, canceled reserv atio ns, cro ssed the 
Atlantic and caught fast new American liners 
fro m San Francisco and Lo s Angeles. Acco mmo ­ 
datio ns o n p ractically all American ship s fo r the 
Antip o des and So uth Seas are filled fo r this win­ 
ter seaso n. Such an unex p ected bo o m is a go o d 
thing fo r business all o v er America and a blessing 
to the American M erchant Marine which has to 
co mp ete with fo reign v essels cheap ly built and 
much mo re cheap ly o p erated. 
Many o f o ur co usins fro m Australia and New 
Zealand are seeing America fo r the first time, be­ 
co ming acquainted with American go o ds, Amer­ 
ican standards o f liv ing and American ho sp ital­ 
ity . This creates better understanding amo ng 
natio ns fro nting o n the Pacific. 
The increase in trav el fro m America to New 
Zealand and Australia caused the creatio n o f 
sp ecial trav el and to urist bureaus under go v ern­ 
m ent co ntro l.

Doy lestown, Pa., Dec. 21 (IP)— 
Behind the barred doors of a 
hospital room, 
federal agents 
concentrated today on an effort 
to draw from Caleb Jones Milne, 
fourth, missing fragm ents of his 
version of how he was kidnaped 
by four—or five—men in New 
York. 
None but investigators 
and 
relatives was perm itted to see 
the y oung actor. Government 
operatives clashed 
last 
night 
with two men who described 
themselves as New York detec­ 
tives. 
The men, who said they were 
Lieutenant John Develin of the 
15th police district, and Detec­ 
tive George Keechlin of head­ 
quarters staff, demanded they be 
adm itted to Milne’s room. 
There was a sharp verbal ex­ 
change and the visitors left. 
Later it was said they were ac­ 
companied by state troopers on 
an inspection of the country side 
near where Milne was found 
trussed and gagged Wednesday 
night. 
The New Yorkers were report­ 
ed seeking two suspects. 
Harold O. N athan, assistant 
chief of the United Stat es Bur­ 
eau of Investigation in W ash­ 
ington, personally directing the 
Milne inquiry , perm itted news­ 
men to ask questions in head­ 
quarters 
in 
Philadelphia 
last 
night. 
While refusing to comment on 
most of the queries, N athan did 
explain th a t the abductors asked 
$20,000 ransom but th at no mon­ 
ey was paid. He refused to say 
w hether he suspected am ateur 
abductors. 
The veteran investigator said 
no one is in custody in the case 
and declined to say w hether he 
expected early solution of the 
my stery . 
N athan said he will direct the 
inquiry from Philadelphia from 
now on. He refused to say when 
Milne will be removed from the 
hospital, or where he wil be tak ­ 
en afterward. 
Federal agents refused to com­ 
m ent on reports th a t two sus­ 
pects were sought in New York. 
Neither would they comment 
on reports printed in the Phila­ 
delphia Record and Philadelphia 
Inquirer th a t Milne was ques­ 
tioned regarding certain ty pe­ 
w ritten letters, compared with 
letters on his ty pewriter. 
The Inquirer said one report 
was th a t the letters, “T. G. W.” 
and a semi-colon were used in 
the signature of a ransom note. 
The papers said Milne replied 
th a t he did not know how the 
letters compared. 
The rumors of a search for two 
men in New York accompanied 
reports th a t the federal agents 
w ant to know more about Milne’s 
activities Saturday , the day he 
disappeared. 
The y oung actor-w riter was 
quoted by agents as say ing a tel­ 
ephone call from “Dr. Green of 
G rade 
Square- 
brought 
him 
from his apartm ent for a trip to 
Philadelphia to see his grand­ 
father, 
Caleb 
J. 
Milne, 
Jr., 
wealthy retired m anufacturer.

agents reported y oung 
Milne told 
them 
“Dr. G reen” 
said his 
grandfather 
was ill. 
Milne said he kept his appoint­

joined by several other men and
